Building is to begin im-

In ad- 
dition, h^ has made application for 
4 more 'carriers', -so''that those sec-, 
tions of the city which now have 
only, one delivery, will receive two, 
giving every person two deliveries 
a day.

OTTO KAHN'S ECONOMICS 


TPO H. KAHN, of Kuhn, Loeb and Co., has written a book 
on our economic problems. Quotations from this book are 


furnished by the publishers, and it is reasonable to assume that 
these Quotations removed from their context do the author no 
injustice. Some of the passages sound more like the words of a 
radical propagandist, as for instance, the following: 


"It »o not material success which should be abolished; it is 


pcveriy and justified discontent which should be abolished." 


Or ihis on the railroad problem: 
"The two things, i. e. private management and permanent 


government guarantee of earnings are simply not reconcilable. 
The railroads cannot eat their cake and have it. You cannot 
rent your house to someone and then expect to be master of 
your house." 


Or this on taxation: 
"A small committee of well -informed men of different call- 


ings, approaching their task free from political, social and sec- 
tional bias, wuold not find it a formidable undertaking to evolve 
a measure which, while fully responsive to the dictates of equity 
and social justice, would produce no less revenue than the tax- 
ation now in force, and yet would be far less burdensome upon 
the country, less hampering to enterprise and less productive of 
economic disturbance and dislocation." 


Knowing, however, that Mr. Kahn is not a radical propa- 


gandist, we know that he cannot have followed these truths to 
their logical conclusion. He necessarily had to go astray some- 
where, and here is one of the false paths he has followed: 


"The primary cause of poverty is underproduction." 
If that were a whole truth would not the greatest wealth be 


found in possession of producers and none at all in the posses- 
sion of non-producers? It is true, of course, that underproduc- 
tion may cause poverty, but it cannot be the primary cause. 
There must be some reason for it. There are a few perhaps who 
prefer poverty to hard work. But the great mass of people 
prefer work to poverty. If they do not follow their preference 
it must be due to some interference, and the nature of that in- 
terference is not hard to locate. Very few willing workers may 
work without permission of the owners of opportunities. This 
permission is not always withheld from penniless laborers alone. 
It may be withheld from a worker who happens to be a capi- 
talist. Let an owner of a million dollars, noting the high price 
of coal and the short time that miners are allowed! to put in, 
propose to develop some of the unused anthracite fields in Penn- 
sylvania with a view to changing the situation. 
He will soon 


learn that ownership of natural resources gives power to the 
earthowner to block production while the privilege of pocketing 
unearned increment, together with laws that require taxation 
t»f labor products, furnish the incentive to block it. Or, noting 
the housing shortage, let this enterprising capitalist try to build 
on vacant sites in New York or any other city. He will find 
again that he must reckon with the landowner and with restric- 
tive tax laws. In fact, he may go through the whole list of in- 
dustries wherein underproduction seems to be causing high 
prices and poverty, and he will find the primary cause to be 
private monopolization of land with taxation of labor and its 
products as a strong auxiliary. 


Mr. Kahn says: 
"High wages, accompanied by proportionately high cost of

the essentials of living:, don't do the worker any good, 
they do the rest of the community a great deal of harm." 


But high wages need not be accompanied by "proportion- 


ately high cost of the essentials of living." If division of labor 
product were limited to those who furnish the active factors in 
production no harm would come to any one from an equitable 
settlement. But when a non-producing clement steps in and 
demands a share there is like]y to be trouble. An increase in 
wages to railroad workers, for instance, need not be followed by 
increase in rates and would not be were it not for the needless 
grant of nor.-procJucing watered stockholders of legal power to 
collect dividends. Such governmental recogniton of the right 
to collect unearned tribute is an example, which Mr. Kahn may 
or may not have had in mind, when he said: 


"Wrong economics, however well-intentioned, have been 


more fruitful of harm to the people than almost any other single 
act of government.'' 


No economic fallacy has been more fruitful of harm than 


the one that holds it essential to poduction that some person) 
privately own the natural sources of production which all work- 
ers must use.

E ARE in receipt of some press matter from the Press 
Service Co., 25 West 43rd street, New York. 


Among other things this publicity matter carries the fol- 


lowing statement: 


"Government operation of industries is even more unpopu- 


lar than it was a year ago in the opinion of the country's news- 
paper editors, A questionnaire sent out by the Press Service 
Company of New York City asking the editors to state the sen- 
timent of their communities regarding this question brought
